It may be that the uncharted air 
routes of the Atlantic sea lanes will present many 
problems to the aerial navigators of the future; but 
it must be remembered that the prospect of commer¬ 
cial aviation in Europe and on this continent was not 
much rosier after Bleriot made his first flight across 
the English Channel than Atlantic air travel was after 
the R-34 had completed iu journey from Britain to 
the United Stales and back. 

If the development of aerial travel during the 
last twenty years justifies any prediction at this time, 
however, ft certainly justifies that made by Sir Alfred 
Yarrow in Montreal. Whether the most practical 
machine for the trans-Atlantic service will be the 
dirigible or the aeroplane, or whether some unex¬ 
pected invention will combine the two, time alone 
will tell. This phase of the business is now engaging 
the study of the men who have reduced aerial travel 
by the large heavier-than-air machine to something 
approaching the commonplace.

Canada has returned Id gold payment*. She has 
earned and paid her way out in the same honest 
manner that w# did In our dark day*. Within three 
years Canada’s visible exceas of exports has trebled. 
She did not decrease her purchases of foreign goods, 
but exported far more than she bought. Nat urally 
the demand for Canadian dollars reduced by degrees 
the discount on them, snd even at times put a pre¬ 
mium on them. That honesty Is the best policy for 
borrowers is shown by the difference In the recep¬ 
tion of proposals for loans to the only market which 
can lend on a gold haala. Canada borrows on terms 
comparable with those of the United States. An¬ 
nouncement of a 9160.000.00® loan tollows close on 
the removal of the embargo on exports of gold. 

YV"e well aa Canada put tariff obstructions In the 
way of exchanges of goods. We gave our farmers 
a gold brick In the increase of customs duties on Im¬ 
port* of grain and cattle, and now comes formal an¬ 
nouncement in th* Dominion Parliament of a "brtek- 
for-a-brick" reduction. Canada will lower her tariff 
by a brick for each brick removed by our Congress.

Mrs. Schofield registered a vigor¬ 
ous protest against the taking of a 
vote on “the roost unthought-out 
piece of leg!elation ever asked," and 
one on which she considered tha 
women knew Insufficient to Justify 
their taking a stand. Her protest was 
registered, although the Vancouver 
and New Westminster delegatee 
claimed that they had given the mat¬ 
ter over a year’s study and had had 
every side of the caee presented to 
them by experts. The resolution will 
be forwarded to the Government as a 
majority vote of the council.
